Disasters can take many 
shapes -- a devastating 
hurricane, an automobile 
accident, an enemy attack.

Thousands of Ala~ 
bamians are learning to 
survive and recover in the 
event of nuclear or natural 


disaster by enrolling inthe 
Medical Self-Help Training 
Program. This month 
(february) Alabama joins 
the nation in celebrating 
Medical Self-Help Train- 
ing Month by spotlighting 
the dramatic need for the 
training of all citizens in 
the health aspects of civil 
defense, 

The purpose of the Med- 
{eal Self-Help Training 
Program istoprepare peo- 
ple for survival in time of 
man-made or natural dis- 
aster when the services of 
a physician or allied health 
personnel are not available 
for a number of days or 
weeks, The free 16-hour 
course outlines protective 
procedures against radio- 
active fallout and is di- 
rected toward predisaster 
planning and post-disaster 
invention, Students are 
taught the techniques of 
mouth-to-mouth resusci- 
tation, and methods of stop- 
ping bleeding, applying 
bandages, and treating 
fractures, dislocations, 
and sprains, Students learn 
how to care for the sick 
and injured and methods for 
infant and child care in 
disaster situations. In- 
formation on the treatment 
of burns and shock is also 
provided,

SBA LOANS EXCEED 
8 MILLION DOLLARS 


Alabama residents re~ 
ceived nearly $8.5 million 
in loans from the Small 
Business Administration 
during 1966, Senator John 
Sparkman (D,, Alabama) 
announced recently, 

The SBA assistance in- 
cluded $6,681, 150 in long- 
term loans to 120 small 
businesses in Alabama, 

Senator Sparkman is 
Chairman of the Senate 
Banking and Currency

“These loans by SBA 
to credit-worthy small 
firms provide a stimulant

Telephone Company 
After Obscene Callers 


Local telephone person- 
nel have been thoroughly 
briefed by the company’s 
security director on the 
new methods and equipment 
and stand ready to help 
any customer who is being 
victimized by anannoyance 
caller, Although all an- 
noyance callsare invasions 
of privacy, the most seri- 
ous is the abusive one, in 
which obscene, harassing 
Or threatening statements 
are made, 

The company explained 
that these calls areusually 
made by people who do not 
realize the amount of in- 
convenience they are caus- 
ing and although they are 
rarely dangerous, their 
calls can be very disturb- 
ing, 

The outline of General 
Telephone’s recommended 
approach to these situa- 
tions states that the first 
thing anyone should do when 
receiving a call from this 
type of person is hang up 
immediately and refuse to 
give them any satisfaction 
whatsoever, 

If the caller persists, 
the customer should visit 
the local business office 
for instructions on what 
should be done to identify 
the offender and initiate 
proper action against him, 
In aggravated cases, 
special equipment, not in- 
volving wire-tapping or 
listening in on conversa- 
tions, can be used to trace 
the offending calls, Victims 
can expect prompt action 
by the telephone company 
in the case of repeated 
calls because they are 
obviously quite anxious to 
bring such matters to a 
hasty conclusion, 

It was noted, however, 
that although the Company 
can provide incriminating 
evidence for legal prose- 
cution of offenders, legal 
action must be brought by 
recipients of the calls 
through their local law en- 
forcement officials. Most 
states, including this one, 
have laws on the books 
under which persons mak- 
ing abusive calls can be 
convicted. The penalties
